REMARKS 


Introduction 


Claims 33-35 and 104 were pending in the application. (The Office Action states that 
only claims 33, 34, and 104 were pending; however, claim 35 has not been cancelled or 
withdrawn from this application.) By way of the present reply, claims 33, 34, and 104 have 
been amended, and claims 105-107 have been added. Applicants note that they have 
broadened claim 33 by deleting the limitation "wherein the leg is adapted to be connected to 
the tray," as this limitation is not necessary to obtain allowance of the claim over the 
references cited in the Office Action. Claims 33-35 and 104-107 are respectfully submitted 
for reconsideration. 
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
